HAWAIIAN ORCHARDS RAVAGED, 


Weinland, After Year on Island, 


BANNING, June 15.—Henry Wein- 
land, son of Rev. W. H. Weinlané, 
of Banning—who left this city a year 
ago for Honolulu, reports the fears 
of California fruit growers as being 
well founded concerning the ravages 
of the white fiy in all kinds of fruit. 
Weinland is in the service of the Call- 
fornia State Horticultural Commis- 
sion at Honolulu and is actively en- 
gaged in swatting the Mediterranean 
fly. At present he is in California. 

Weinland declares there is no great- 
er menace, and consequently of more 
interest to California fruit growers, 
than the white fly, which is puzzling 
the herticulturigte of many lands. He 
states that the fly was first known tn 
Hawali in 1910, and tn the interval 
te this time has extended its ravages 
t all but one of the five important 
islands of the group. The fly has lit- 
erally destroyed hundreds of acres of 
fruits such as are commonly grown 
in Southern California, and the Ha- 
walilan and United States authorities 
have united tn a systematic campaign 
acainst the pest, with fair results as 
many orchards producing maggots of 
the fly last season are this year free 
of the pest.

NEW USE FOR COPPER. 

Mine Owner Says it Gives Strength 

and Resisting Qualities to Iron and 

Steel for Building Purposes. 

An alloy of tron or steel and cop- 
per is the latest useful discovery in 
the building and metallurgical world 
according to D. C. Jackling, a leading 
copper authority of the county who has 
been passing a few days at the Alez- 
andria. 

“Like nearly all of the great dis- 
coveries, that of mixing iron and cop- 
per to produce a metal of non-cor- 
rosive qualities, was an accident,”’ said 
Jackling. “Only a short time ago, 
the English scientists found that 
many of the old buildings in a cer- 
tain section, eontaining much iron 
in the construction showed few signs 
of deterioration from corrosion. In 
other parts of England, this has been 
one of the troubles with steel strue- 
tural work. 

“Naturally, the discovery led to in- 
vestigation and this to the fact that 
the iron used in the particular dis- 
trict contained considerable copper in 
its finished state. Since that time, 
American mandéfacturers have been 
experimenting along this line and 
have had no trouble in introducing 
copper into the structural material 
without impairing its tensile strength 
‘and at the same time giving it qual- 
ities which it never before possessed.” 

“Should its use become general, it 
will mean a great increase in the 
consumption of copper, despite the 
fact that only a very small percent- 
age is introduced into the iron.” 

Jackling is managing director of 
the Utah Copper Company, the Ray 
Consolidated Copper Company, the 
Nevada Copper Company and at leas 
five other ,concerns.

A military. postoffice in a civilian 
community; an office where the crisp, 


terse, efficient discipline of the army 
Prevails; where the head of every 
department is an officer of the day, 
and where the “man behind the 
guns.” or bags, recognizes without 
question the authority of the direct- 
ing general, as well as that of the 

captains, lieutenants and non-com- 
missioned officers and responds to 

Such authority with the alacrity of a 
trained soldier; a place where such 
@ system gets results from a given 
mumber of men unheard of in other 
offices—such is the 
Phoenix, under the direction of Col.

“Make good or make way,” is a 
motto of the office, each department 
of which is underYts own officer, who 
ia turn reports to the commander-in- 
chief.

This is the nubbin of a plan 
evolved by Capt. L. H. Carhart of 
Los Angeles. by means of which he 
would do away in the course of time 
with the liquor traffic. Capt. Car- 
hart presents his argument in a re- 
cently issued twelve-page pamphlet. 

The author has arrived at a deter- 
mination that prohibition does not 
prohibit, but is confident that the 
traffic. which he terms “the unspeak- 
able burden of society, should be ex- 
tinguished by law, not condoned and 
legalized.” 

Following out his plan Capt. Car- 
hart would have each State, by 
means of a commission, make and 
aubmit a true and liberal invoice and 
valuation of ail property employed 
in the manufacture of alcoholic l- 
quors by State or national! consent. 
After taking this initial step he 
would have Congress legislate a fund 
into existence by genera! taxation to 
*over the cost. and the right at the 
end of ten years, more or less, to ob- 
tain by purchase all properties of 
this character, and pay for the 
same “in good money at a fair 
price, and then, at the end of the 
period so designated, go out of the 
business from ocean-to-ocean, and 
forever remain out of it, with no re- 
eall or referendum.” 

For medicinal, mechanical or other 
pessible use the author would per- 
mit the Federal government to han- 
die the business exclusively, and 
light domestic wines, under specific 
limit he would give unrestricted free- 
dqm as a legitimate di¢ét and bever- 
ge. 
Capt. Carhart assumes to believe 
that if the proposition is put up to 
the Nquor men upon this basis fully 
one-half of them will concur and co- 
operate, and that within the alloted 
period all who desire gan choose their 
own way out of the traffic. 
When it comes to financing this 
ambitious project the inventor of the 
pian says that reifmbursement from 
the sale of properties bought, and 
later sedld and converted to other 
and better uses. will largely return 
to the treasury the cash out. 
“Our government,” he says, “has 
financed the Civil War and the Pan- 
— Canal. It can easily manage 
The adoption of this plan, he says, 
would be heroic, but at the same 
time equifable, and would insure 
“fifty years of dominance and pollti- 
cal control to the party that will take 
up the solution of this problem and 
carry it to success.” 
“As parties partly responsible for 
past and present conditions,” contin- 
ues the printed argument, “we can- | 
not now justly withdraw from the 
long-standing compact and demand 
the financial wreck of others in- 
volved. Prohibition invites confisca- 
tion. Such action would be unfair, 
inequitable, not a square deal, and 
will not stand in court or be sus- 
tained by the voice and conscience of 
the general public. 
“The conservative opposition who 
have always thought and acted from 
a very different point of view, will 
never offer insuperable opposition to 
a fair and equitable compromise 
with adequate compensation, where 
the social, physical and moral well- 
being of the entire public is so mani. 
festly concerned.”

PARIS, June 15.—Madame Edouard 
Constant jested at dreams and psy- 
chic messages until a brief week ago.

It sounds just like one of 
Grimm's fairy tales.

Madame Con- 
stant took this as a hint to dress and 
go to mass. Laughingly she told her 
maid all about it when Fidele found 
her in a dead faint. She was ad- 
vised to go back to bed, but insisted 
upon going out to church. Imagine 
her surprise when, just as she was 
dipping her fingers in the font, a 
young girl, identical with the spirit- 
wal visitor, stood beside her. The 
girl apologized politely when Madame 
stared at her. The peculiarity of the 
resemblance to herself, coincident 
with the visit of the ghost girl, awak- 
ened her curiosity. She had the girl 
followed to her home in a poor cot- 
tage at Courbevoise. <A brief inves- 
tigation convinced Madame’'s agents 
that there was a romance touching 
her own life tucked beneath the veil 
of this mystery. And so it proved. 
The “dream child” of Courbevoise 
was really her niece, the child of an 
unfortunate love affair which had 
estranged her sister from the severe 
Constant family and ultimately led to 
her death from consumption induced 
by neglect. Papers were not lacking 
to prove the girl's relationship and 
the “dream child” is now a happy 
pupil at the Sacred Heart Convent, 
reparatory to taking her place in 
adame’'s house as the heiress to her 
very considerable estate. 


HINT TO LEAVE GIVEN. 


That the Duc d@’Orleans was given & 
polite hint to leave England, his 
resence being no longer desired by 
ing George and’ Queen Mary, is the 
substance of the most accepted ex- 
planation of the recent sale of Wood 
Norton, the Minglish estate of the 
Orleanist pretender. 

An attempt to deny this story 
been made by “L’Action Francaise,” 
the organ of the Young Royalist par- 
ty in France, which says that the de- 
parture of the Duke from Britain was 
due merely to “his desire to settle 
closer to French soll.” This ts taken 
to mean that the Orleanist pretender 
proposes to settle in Melgium, which 
already harbors the titular head of 
the Bonapartist faction. It is a sig- 
nificant fact that the Duke's sudden 
decision to approach the French 
frontier coincides. with the renewed 
activity of the 
Prince Victor's 
leanists are evidently determined not 
to be left out of the reckoning, al- 
though, as a matter of fact, the peo- 
ple of France are not worrying very 
much over the fireworks which may 
be discharged by either party. 

In the reign of Queen Victoria 
the Duc d’Orleans was compelled to 
resign from his English clubs and 
leave England following a gratuitous 
insult to her majesty, who had come 
to the rescue of his house and him- 
self when both were without a wel- 
come in any other part of Europe. He 
then appeared on French sdéil and 
asked to be allowed to serve as a 
conscript. The French government 
responded by shutting him up in the 
prison of the Conctergerie, where 
Marie Antoinette spent her last mo- 
ments. Upon his release, he  wan- 
dered for two years an alien in 
Europe and then sued to King Ed- 
ward for forgiveness. His penance 
was accepted and King George con- 
tinued to receive him until quite re- 
cently. The present King of England 
takes a very serious view of his re- 
eponsibilities, and the accepted view 
in Paria is that he is determined that 
Engiand shall no longer be a nest 
for the breeding of insurrections 
against established governments with 
which Great Britain is on terms of 
friendly relations. Putting two and 
two together, this does seem a very 
reasonable conclusion. 


NEW USE FOR SUBMARINES. 


A new use has been found for the 
submarine by the French Ministry 
of Marine. The artificial porpoises 
are to fight and kill the natural por- 


polses. 

It has been discovered that hungry 
porpoises on the French Coast have 
almost ruined the sardine industry, 
which mints millions for the people 
of the coast towns and the channel 
isles. To refmedy this state of affaira 
torpedo boats and the submarines are 
being sent under “sealed orders” to 
scour the waters of the channel and 
make things so hot under water for 
the blunt-nosed acrobats of the waves 
that those who survive will take 
either to the Irish Sea, the North Sea 
or the Bay of Biscay. 
France is now paying particular 
attention to her fisheries and to find- 
ing markets for her fish. She is 
now transporting by rail live fish ‘to 
distant parts of Germany and Russia. 
The fish are placed in covered cis- 
terns, running on wheels and the wa- 
ter is constantly renewed by a motor 
pump and an intricate system of 
pipes.

ECONOMIC THEORIES. 
THE RURDEN OF POVERTY. Ry Chartes F. 

Dole. B. W. Huebsch, New York. 

NOTHER contribution to the 

question of poverty is Charlies F. 

Dole’s chap book in the Art of 
Life Series edited by Edward Howard 
Griggs. Dole adds little that is new 
to this question, but he has performed 
the service of having gathered to- 
gether a large amount of data. In 
elearing the field for his proposed 
Plan for overcoming poverty, he goes 
after single tax, trades unionism and 
socialism, finds their weaknesses and 
offers dicta of his own. 

While he has repudiated socialiem 
in genera] as an inadequate means 
of coping with poverty, it is well 
worth noting that his arguments are, 
almost without exception, based on 
socialistic doctrines. It is very well 
for the social reformer to plead for 
the elimination of waste: it ts well 
to tell us as 4 nation that war and 
drunkenness are roots of poverty: 
also it is indisputable that corrupt 
politicians waste the country’s fre- 
sources. Mr. Dolée’s arguments are 
irrefragible. In fact, they are not, 
strictly speaking, arguménts at all, 
but platitudes. 

After one has granted all of Mr. 
Dole'’s contentions the fealities re- 
main. War, corrupt folitics and 
drunkenness are not to be eliminated 
by the recitation of axioms. It its 
well to deal with economics, but it is 
also advisable to deal with economics 
with at least one eye on Human na- 
ture. The trouble with social reform- 
ers such as Mr. Dole is not that they 
know so little about sociology, but 
because they know so much. Their 
facts are insurmountable. But they 
know too much about facts and too 
‘littl about life. The human spirit 


different ways is not to be cjrcum- 
scribed by a system of ethics nor by 
sociological formulae. We may éor- 
rect certain social evils, but We canh- 
not alter human instincts. And be- 
cause Mr. Dole has failed to take 
these instincts into consideration, he 
has failed to make his reformative 
methods convincing.

of treatment, the yield of fruit both 
in size and quality varies greatly. His 
investigations have led him to be- 
lieve that this is due more or less 
to bud variation. 

In his paper Mr. Shamel showed 
how performance records of the va- 
rious trees had been kept indicating 
quality and quantity of the fruit. He 
has reduced his investigations to a 
systematic basis, and mahy of the 
growers in various sections have be- 
come greatly interested in the work 
and have taken it up. A. D. Shame! 
was at one time teaching in the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, and has been con- 
nected with the Department of Agri- 
culture. He has been working at 
plant breeding for a number of years 
and organized the Illinois Beed Corn 
Breeders’ Association. which has for 
its purpose the scientific breeding of 
the staple. He hopes to form an or- 
ganization of like character in this 
State for the citrus fruit industry to 
be called the Citrus Fruit Improve- 
ment Association. 

Besides Dr. Hopkins’s eat lec- 
tures on the subject of soil, two lec- 
tures on “Soil Bacteria” were given 
by Prof. C. B. Lipman of Berkeley. 
The interest was so great that it was 
dificult to close the session after the 
first lecture, because of the questions 
addressed to Prof. Lipman from al!) 
sides. After the meeting a host of 
fruit growers, farmers, and others, 
gathered about him and literally bom- 
barded him with queries. t In- 
terest seemed to be aroused in the 
growers by anything relating to soil.

the citrus industry. Questions as to 
proper treatment of the soil in or- 
ange and lemon orchards will espe- 
elally be investigated. 

In charge at the Riverside Citrus 
Experiment Station will be Prof. J. 
Eliot Coit, who will go there to live, 
and who will carry on citrus investiga- 
tions along pomological lines and co- 
operate with the national govern- 
ment’s scien 

™ charge at the Whittier plant 
pathological laboratory of the uni- 
versity will be H. D. Young. There 
at Whittier he will carry on an elab- 
orate series of experiments to explain 
and contro! characters of citrus fruits 
which affect their commercial value. 
He will study the relation of soil mois- 
ture to certain plant diseases, to deter- 
mine whether they may be controlled 
by regulation of irrigation, either in 
amount or method of application. He 
will use specially constructed growing 
tanks, with provision for absolute con- 
trol of moisture, drainage, aeration, 
etc., and with facilities for observation 
of roots in place. The regulating 
and observing conditions will probably 
excel anything of the sort ever be- 
fore used. 

Desert agriculture and its novel and 
important problems will be investi- 
gated at the university's new forty- 
acre agricultural experiment station 
on land given by the Supervisors and 
the citizens of Imperial county, near 
Meloland. Farm and station build- 
ings have just been completed, and 
fencing, tools, and farm livestock su 
plied, and the land planted to field 
crops and fruits. Walter B. Packard 
is in charge. He has carried on agri- 
cultural investigations for the uni- 
versity in the Imperial Valley since 
1909. The station will study the 
adaptation of various plants and 
methods of culture to the conditions 


from the desert. 

These agricultural investigations of 
the university in Southern California 
are an important addition to the great 
work of instruction it carries on at 
Berkeley, where a thousand students 
take courses in agriculture, and to 
the farmers’ institute, correspondence,

DRUNKENNESS AND INTOXICA- 
TION DISTINGUISHED. Differences 
in degrees of intoxication are rec. 
ognized by the Texas Court of Crim- 
inal Appeals in Ex parte Townsend, 
144 Southwestern Reporter, 623, 
where the court adopts this dictum in 
a brief of Atty.-Gen. Lightfoot: “It 
is extremely difficult to draw the line 
on a ‘drunk.’ There are various 
stages, such as ‘quarter drunk,’ ‘half 
drunk,’ and ‘dead drunk.’ There are 
the stages of being vivacious, ‘foxy,’ 
‘tipsy,’ and on a ‘high lonesome;’ and 
it is about as difficult to determine

| the men return to work Wednesday, 
in accordance with the present un- 
derstanding, since they left the mines 
on the expiratfon of their former con- 
tract period of three years.

At an average of $10 a week for 
each of the 170,000 who have ceased 
work they have been deprived of be- 
tween $12,000,000 and $12,500,000.

in wages. The mine owners have 
also lost heavily in trade that can- 
not be fully overtaken, while the 
business community at large has suf- 
fered seriously.

HOT SHOT AT CITY COUNCIL IN 
LETTER TO MAYOR. 


Declares Policy of Allowing Elcc- 
tric Light Companies to Tear Up 
Pavements Responsible for Con- 
dition of Streets that Codnect With 
County's Good Roads. 


Responsibility for the failure of the 
city authorities to connect with the 
county's good roads in a proper man- 


ner is placed at the door of the Citr = 


Council in a plain letter to Mayor 
Alexander by Dr. Thomas Chalmers 
Myers, president of the Moneta-ave- 
nue Improvement Association. 

Dr. Myers’s letter does not mince 
things, but comes out squarely with 
the charge that the Counctl has 
played into the hands of the electric 
light companies in not insisting that 
wires be placed in underground con- 
duits before a street ig paved. The 
letter. in full. follows: 

“I desire to draw your attention to 
a policy adopted by the present city 
administration which is considered 
by many to be the chief cause of de- 
lay in the construction of suitable 
pavements connecting with the coun- 
ty boulevards. 

“The present city Council, by per- 
mitting to remain in foree, and there- 
by indorsing. the ordinance which re- 
guires only two miles of overhead 
wires to be placed in underground 
conduits each year. gives protection 
to the utility corporations and pre- 
vents many miles of parement from 
being constructed. 

“For example: -Moneta arenue is 
the main thoroughfare of the south- 
ern part of the city, and practically 
connects with the Harbor boulevard 
through Manchester avenue. It was 
the ambition of the property-owners 
to make it the mode! business street 
of Los Angel®@s. Mr. Cox of the Park 
Commission prepared plans for the 
prepesed improvements, which in- 
cluded ornamental lighting. asphalt 
pavement, and the removal of all 
overhead wires. We presented our 
petitions and offered to assist in the 
construction of a municipal conduit, 
financially and otherwise, but all our 
plans were waved aside by the pres- 
ent City Council at the particular re- 
quest of the Los Angeles Gas and 
Electric Corporation and the Edison 
Electric (company. 

“Everyone realizes that at some 
time or other the wites willl have te 
uncereround on business streets, 
and we insist that the best time to 
perform thie “ork ts before pavement 
is constructed. Our property-owners 
have spenf $100, (9 jin widening 


of the street and are spending a like 


sum in widening the remainder. They 
have installed sewers on part and are 
preparing to do likewise on the re- 
mainder. They are willing to con- 
strnet a pavement at once at a cost of 
over $200,060, but they cannot see 
the wisden® of incurring such expen- 
ditures without proper protection 
from the marauding forces of the 
public uttiity corporations. 

“The repeal of the ‘two-mile-a- 
vear ordinance and a thoroughgoing, 
progressive policy in protecting as- 
phalt pavements would spéedily solve 
the problem of good roads within the 
city limits.’’

Mine Near Kingman Is Taken Over 
by Superintendent of Walnut Creek 
Property. 

Resigning from the active super- 
intendency of the Walnut Creek Min- 
ing and Milling Company, effective 
one month from now, in order to de- 
vote himself to the management of 
the Treasure Company's property, J. 
M. Worton yesterday purchased the 
full control of+the latter mina. About 
one year ago he bonded the proposi- 
tion, retaining over one-half interest 
in it. Dissatisfied with the progress 
of the new operators, he decided that 
it was best to take the property over 
again, and to satisfy the persons who 
had it in bond, he yesterday paid 
them back $4000 in cash and a house 
and four lots on Bellevue avenue, as 
well as a quantity of other mining 
stock which had been turned over to 
him as their initial payment.
